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REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES. 


In submitting a report of the operation of the library for 
1923, there is nothing to note that differs materially from 
past years.. The routine work has been much the same. 

There is nothing to indicate that the general public has 
lost interest in the privileges of the institution. This is 
indicated by the record of circulation, which shows that the 
total was 20,231, divided as follows: Books, 18,731; maga- 
zines and periodicals, 1,500. Of the books withdrawn, 
4.603 were taken out by youthful readers. The with- 
drawal of such a large number of books by young readers 
plainly indicates that the library is a most important factor 
in their educational life. 

During the past year five hundred and nineteen dollars 
were expended for books. For this amount four hundred 
and sixteen volumes were purchased. 

It is a pleasure to note that a miscellaneous collection of 
nearly one hundred books. were donated by E. 8. Watson. 

One hundred and five dollars was expended for magazines 
and periodicals, and for that amount forty-two different 
publications come to the reading table each month. 

In addition to the above, several publications come as 
gifts. Among such is the Christian Herald, Daughters of 
the American Revolution, Union Signal, Dearborn Inde- 
pendent and two Christian Science publications. 

It is a great pleasure to mention that Mrs. Georgia B. 
Carpenter again manifested her abiding interest in the 
library by forwarding to the treasurer her check for three 
hundred dollars. It is due to this kind remembrance that 
it has been possible to provide many accessories and books 
that otherwise could not have been done. The official 
management take this opportunity to express their sincere 
thanks for her kindly interest. 

The death of Mr. H. W. Osgood, who for a long period of 
years was a valued member of the board of trustees, caused 
a deep and profound feeling of regret and sorrow. 
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He was always actively interested in the welfare of the 
institution, and his advice and suggestion regarding the 
policy of its management had great weight with the board. 
Such advice and suggestion will be greatly missed. 

To fill the vacancy caused by his death Mrs. Nellie 
Winslow Sargent was appointed trustee by-the selectmen.

A total of 134 pine infections were found on the area 
worked during the past season. This fact demonstrates 
beyond all question the necessity of removing currant and 
gooseberry bushes throughout and around white pine areas, 
for had these bushes been allowed to remain the infection 
would have increased each year until the situation would 
have become hopeless.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Pittsfield: 


The superintendent of schools submits for your consider- 
ation the following report. 

Because of the change in superintendents last summer it 
is impossible for this report to cover completely the work of 
the school year 1922-23. Its aims will be to state briefly 
the most important information at hand in regard to the 
schools for that period, to summarize the progress of the 
first half of the present school year, and to point out some 
important steps that should be taken in the future. 

In regard to the schools of last year the accompanying 
statistical table lists the schools that were open, the names 
of the teachers and their salaries, the number of half days 
each school was in session, the number of half days lost by 
each school because of holidays, teachers’ institutes, bad 
weather, etc., the number of weeks each school was in 
session, and the total enrolment, average membership, 
average attendance, per cent. of attendance and number of 
tardinesses for each school. By comparing this table with 
the one in last year’s report it is interesting to note that the 
total enrolment for all schools was two less than for the 
previous year, the average membership was thirteen less, 
the average attendance eleven less, the per cent. of attend- 
ance .5 per cent. more, and the number of tardinesses twenty- 
five less. These last two facts, increase in per cent. of at- 
tendance and decrease in number of tardinesses, are en- 
couraging, especially when we consider the severity of last 
winter. 

In the honor roll we find only eighteen pupils with perfect 
attendance for the full year as compared with thirty-three 
for the year before, and seven of these, Margaret Adams, 
Ethel Hillsgrove, Thelma Johnson, Hilda McKay, Laura 
Erickson, Pauline Erickson, and Ronald Whitney, have a 
perfect record for the two years. These pupils may cer- 


tainly be justly proud of their records.

“The high school entered the University of New Hamp- 
shire debating league this year, debating with Concord on 
February 29. I think that debating will broaden the ideas 
of the debaters and increase the interest of the school. 

~ “The High School Orchestra has improved this year un- 
der the leadership of Mr. Emerson and adds very much to 
our social events.

The following is a brief report of thé work done in the 
schools by Mrs. Grace Paige as public health nurse: 

“The medical examination was done as usual by Doctor 
Gilmore and Mrs. Paige, each child having a complete 
physical examination and a report of the defects found sent 
to the parents. 

“Any child that is ill in school, or has symptoms of a 
contagious disease, is sent at once to the nurse for examina- 
tion. If she thinks it necessary, the child is also examined 
by the doctor. In this way any serious epidemic has been 
avoided. |

Mrs. Elizabeth Ely submits the following report: 
“There is nothing new to be said about the music in the 
schools. Each grade is given one-half hour instruction each 
week by me, and the children are taught the rest of the week 
by their own teachers. 

“T am satisfied that satisfactory progress is-being made 
and that the music is enjoyed by all. I would recommend 
that this course in the high school be given a mark, as are 
the other courses, as I believe it would better the work.” 

The first two months, July and August, of the present 
school year were busy ones for the boys and girls of Pitts- 
field, even though it was vacation time, for they were 
regularly attending to their games on the Drake Athletic 
Field. Pittsfield already has an enviable reputation for its 
exceptional playground. We are largely indebted for its 
success to the directors, whose report follows: 
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REPORT OF THE DRAKE ATHLETIC FIELD FOR JULY AND 
Aveust, 1923. 


The Playground work maintained by the School Board of 
Pittsfield on the Drake Athletic Field is almost unique 
among towns of this size in New England, and the people 
of this town are to be congratulated on the spirit with which 
they have provided the funds necessary for its success. Last 
spring they voted the sum of $500 to provide for the ensuing 
summer. From July 1 to September 1 24,685 persons were 
on the Field and took part in its activities as spectators or 
participants. This made the cost to the town approxi- 
mately two cents a person, a very low rate. 

It was a remarkable season in many ways, especially in 
that the two splendid records of the preceding season re- 
mained intact,—not a single piece of apparatus lost or 
stolen and not a single accident requiring the services of a 
doctor. One large piece of apparatus, the slide, was added 
during the summer, and only the traveling rings are lacking 
to make the equipment of the Field complete. 

The field of service of the Playground has been greatly 
enlarged. Both children and adults came regularly from 
considerable distances, many of them on foot, from out- 
lying farms. Mothers sent younger children than last year 
and many of them were unaccompanied. Much credit is 
due the older boys and girls for their thoughtfulness in 
helping care for these little tots. Fewer punishments, by 
about 50 per cent, were required to maintain order. 

The ardent and sincere support of the citizens of the 
town has been the most important factor in the phenomenal 
success of this Playground to which every inhabitant of 
Pittsfield may point with just pride.

At the 
close of the fall term Miss Etta T. Day, teacher at South 
Pittsfield, resigned to accept a more desirable position in 
Hopkinton. The vacancy left was filled by Mr. Edward 
A. Hecker. 

The following table shows what schools are open, the 
teachers and their salaries, and the total enrolment and the 
present membership of each school, as well as the total en- 
rolment and total present membership for the whole town.

The most important repairs, besides the usual minor ones, 
made, were the replacement of the old broken box stoves 
by Kaustine heaters in the Upper City and South schools 
and the installation of a pipeless furnace in Room I in the 
Grammar building. Many more important repairs need to 
be made in the near future. The lighting in the Brick and 
Grammar buildings is very bad and should be improved. 
The former building is really unfit for school use. The 
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platforms in the rooms in the Grammar building are a 
nuisance and occupy valuable space. The scheme of re- 
modeling the Grammar building and consolidating the 
Brick dnd Grammar schools should be carefully considered. 
With the present enrolment there should be a teacher for 
each grade in our village schools. 

In November, 1923, uniform tests in arithmetic and spell- 
ing were given to the children, nearly five thousand in num- 
bers, in the the eighth grades in all New Hampshire public 
schools. The spelling test was one which has been given in 
a number of city school systems, with an average rank of 
about 74 per cent. The average for the entire state was 
67.42 per cent. For the thirty-one eighth-grade pupils in 
Pittsfield who took the test the average was 70.9 per cent. 

The arithmetic test was the same as was given in 1846 to 
pupils in the Springfield, Massachusetts, High School. The 
Springfield nznth-grade average in 1846 was 29.41 per cent. 
The Pittsfield eighth-grade average in 1923 was 42.1 
per cent. 

In order to find out how Pittsfield pupils compare with 
those elsewhere, standard tests in the fundamentals were 
given during the fall term to all pupils in the fourth to the 
eighth grades. Similar standard tests should be given at 
least every two years to measure the efficiency of the in- 
struction. 

Teachers’ meetings are held monthly, except December 
and March, to work on problems common to all the schools. 
The most important one confronting us at the present time 
is the working out of a program of studies much more in 
detail than that suggested by the state. Each teacher 
should have an outline of the work to be covered in each 
subject in each grade. At the September meeting the 
teachers organized themselves as a group to make some 
progress with this work. At the present time it is well 
under way, but it is a stupendous task which cannot be 
completed in a single year, nor in two. 

With this evolution of a definite detailed program of 
studies should go a progressive plan of adoption of up-to- 
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date textbooks. A pupil studying United States History 
from a book printed in 1916 is likely to lack a sufficient un- 
derstanding of America’s part in the affairs of today. 

The physical examinations in the schools reveal the fact 
that many pupils are suffering from physical defects that 
can easily be prevented and possibly cured by proper 
‘physical exercises and health instruction. A carefully 
planned course in physical education should be adopted to 
meet this condition. In several states a certain amount of 
physical training each week is required by law. 

If parents, teachers, pupils and school officials continue 
as in the past to work together, to do in co-operation, Pitts- . 
field citizens will continue to be justly proud of Pittsfield 
schools. Let us make those words our motto: DO IN 
CO-OPERATION.
